Mobile, Ala., May 2.—The strike of 
the trainmen and switchmen of the Mo- 
bile and Ohio railroad was declared off 
this afternoon by agreement, . 

The agreement entered into between 
the officials and the strike leaders In sub- 
stance is as follows: 

First. The Mobile and Ohio railroad 
agrees to advance wages 7 and 10 per cent 
for freight and passenger service respec- 
tively, instead of 5 1-2 and 7-1-2 per cent 
as shown in the schedule of April 1, 
1903, said increase to be effective from 
June 1 next. 

Second. The Mobile and Ohio agrées to 
allow the ex-employees who left the ser- 
vice to return without prejudice, except 
in such cases where certain of the em- 
ployees have been trespassing upon the 
property of the company, after being 
warned, coupled with the conduct indi- 
eating a purpose to obstruct the move- 
ment of trains. . 

-_Third. The company agrees and be- 
lieves that there are now sufficient va- 
cancies to accommodate 387 per cent of 
the ex-employees and agrees to allow 
this percentage to return if there are 
sufficient vacancies for this number, ac- 
cording to the rank and priority in the 
service before leaving it. 

Mr. Clarke, of the Mobile and Ohio, 
also agrees that within thirty days there 
will be vacancies sufficient to allow 
about 30 per cent more of the ex-em- 
ployees to return to work and believes 
that within sixty and ninety days there 
will be sufficient vacancies in the service 
to allow at least 25 per cent more to 
return.

Speech of Senator Simmons, 

Senator Simons was introduced by 
President Duke. 

Senator Simmons’ address was devoted 
almost entirely to a discussion of the 
negro race problem. He held that while 
the north does not admit that the ne- 
gro question is an exclusively, south¢rn 
question, it does admit that it is a qués- 


jion in which the south is more deeply 


interested and which it understands bet-, 
ter than any other section, and that the 
north shows a growing tendency to con- 
cede that the attitude of the south to- 
ward the negro is honest and sincere, 
and that its contention that the negro 
is incompetent for self-government finds 
substantial. support in the actual ex- 
perience of the south with the negro as 
a voter. : 

The present conditions of the negro 
present three problems—social, political 
and industrial. The social problem has 
been settled by the south, so far as it 
ig concerned, irrevocably. One and ali, 
now and at all times, they refuse to 
even so much as to consider the sugges- 
tioh of social equality or social inter- 
course with the negro. In their view 
that would mean degradation for the 
white man without compensating benefits 
for the black. This is a southern son-. 
dition which is inexorable and absolutely 
nothing can change it. ait 

As to the political question, the south - 
has attempted to settle that ima way 


reasonably satisfactory to itself and in-& 
|.way which it believes will prove | é 


~“By dre device’or another,” sald Bene 


ator Simmons, “we have taken the) bal 
lot from the illiterate negro, not fo 

politidal advantage, but, as we eve, 
for his good and for the country’s good 
and for our own salyation. The manner 
ef his disfranchisement may seem harsh 
and inequitable, but as a matter of fact, 
it is neither. Experience has conclusively 
proved that the negro possesses ‘no in- 
herent capacity for self-government such 
as our race undoubtedly has, and that he 
cannot be safely trusted with the ballot 
until he shows an attained capacity to use 
it. Wé are content to leave to the courts 
the question of the constitutionality of 
these acts of disfranchisement, 


Matter of Life and Death. 

“The question of restriction of south- 
ern representation in congress as a result 
of these disfranchising acts is one for 
discussion. We hold that these non-voters 
are as much subject to the law as the 
voters. We have disfranchised the negro, 
but we have not abolished him, or his 
family. They still exist, Why, then, 
shoud they not have the same represet- 
tation in congress as is given to om 
non-voters of the omni If it was 
wrong. to disfranchise these 
would not the remedy proposed ‘(reduced 
representation) be a greater wron t 
if the worst comes to the worst, if 
north ig determined to consider this que 
tion from the standpoint of political ad- 
vantage, and we must choose between 
reduction of representation and wu 
stricted negro suffrage, the south 
not hesitate in making its choice. Meg 
do not hesitate fn making choice betweem 
life and death, even though life be condi- 
tioned on oppressive terms. 

“The negro industrial situation does not 
present a present, but only a prospective 
problem. Up to the present time the ne- 
gro has confined his activities chiefly to 
doing doméstic and mental service in the 
nor-a and farm work in the south. For 
these occupations he is fitted, and in 
their pursuit there has been but little 
friction between him and his white co- 
laborers, But it is now proposed to at- 
tempt the education of the negro mechan- 
ica or aftizans. We believe that no great 
number of negro mechanics or artisans 
could secure employment in competition 
with whites in the great factories or offer 
industrial concerns of. the country. 

Place Is on Farm. 

“ITpon the southern farm the negro is 
constantly surrounded and safeguarded dy 
influences which tend to protect him 
against the temptations to which his weak 
and credulous nature is peculiarly sube 
ject. There he is strengthened, encour- 
aged and supported by close daily contact 
with a superior race, which bears for him 
a sincere and genuine friendship and 
sympathy, and whom he respects, loves, 
imitates and sometimes essays to @¢mt- 
late. Whatever in the way of improve- 
ment and development he has achieved in 
the past—and it has not been inconsidera- 
ble—has been almost entirely achieved in 
these circumStances and surroundings. 

“Take the negro from the farm, carry 
him to the great city, place him in the 
factory. organize him into labor unions, 
and his individuality, which at the best 
ie small and weak, will be destroyed: his 
identity will become merged in the com- 
tron mass, and his strong tribal propensi- 
ties will undermine and supplant many of 
the virtues which are now his best and 
most valuable assets, and it will be a mar- 
vel if hig iast state is not worse than his 
first; if, in attempting to avoid the erro- 
peously supposed Scylla of his present po- 
sition, he is not stranded upon the certain 
Charybdis of the other.”

{%lumbus, Ga., May 20.—(Special.)— 
Soutirern farmers will get 10 cents for 
their cotton next fall, in the opinion o- 
Colone] W. L. Tillman, of this city. 

That Colone] Tillman has beén study- 
ing the market closely, and that he is 
in a condition to make predictions which 
should be received with respect, is evi- 
denced by the fact that he is thousands 
of dollars in pocket as a result of the 
fluctuations in the market in the past 
few days. 

Last week he made $4,500 by his in- 
vestments in cotton futures, and it is 
said that he is making several thousand 
dollars more on a deal which he is put- 
ting through this week. 

Last week he sold 340 bales of cotton 
which he had been holding for some 
time. The sale was on a basis of 11 1-4 
cents, and he cleared over $18,000 from 
It is said that his total 
Income for the past few days, from cot- 
ton futures and timely. sales of actual 
cotton on hand, is something like $30,000. 
““T think the farmers of the south will 
get the benefit of the present high price 
of cotton,’ said Colonel Tillman 
afternoon. ‘‘I think that the price next 
fall will average 10 cents. Is the pric 
going any higher now? There's just no 
telling. The bulls have the situation in 
hand, and can force the price right on 
up if they want to. It all depends on 
what they wish to do.” 

Colonel Tillman has a number of farms 
in Georgia and Alabama, and extensive 
planting interests in Mississippi.

Tifton, Ga., May . 20.—Special.)—The 
worst wreck in the history of Tifton rail- 


its of the 
yards this morning, as train No. 5, a com- 
bination freight and passenger, was pull- 
ing out for Moultrie. The wreck was 
caused by a defective switch. 

The trucks of the second-class passen- 
| ger coach split the switch at the Coding- 
'ton Lumber Company’s siding, a short 
distance south of the depot, and as the 
engine was going down hill, with fifteen 
freight cars between it and the passengers, 
with no steam on. The engineer did not 
know of the accident until both passenger 
cars were thrown from the rail, dragged 
over 200 yards, and the second-class car 
overturned én the ditch. The track was 
torn up for several hundred yards, but the 
overturned car was not badly damaged. 
None of the freight cars were derailed. 

Fifteen passengers were on the train, 
two of whom were ladies.

Ellaville, Ga., May 20.—(Special.)—De- 
tails have just been learned here of the 
killing of the 5-year-old son of Albert 
Wall, a prominént citizen.of Schley coun- 
ty, by two negro boys, aged 10 and 12 
years. 

The negroes enticed the boy into a shuck 
pen where, with a heel pin wrapped in a 
shuck, they attacked the young boy, 
breaking three ribs and inflicting other in- 
juries. Spinal meningitis resulted from 
which the child died, after much agony. 

After torturing the boy the negroes left 
him in the shuck pen, where he was 
found several hours later. The negroes 
ran away, but returned to get a look at 
their work and were caught. They ara 
being held pending a full investigation of 
their crime by the grand jury.

When Judge Feiton set the hearing for 
Thursday, the 21st, it was thought that 
Kitchens’ trial, placed for the day before, 
would not consume more than one day, 
and that tomorrow morning would see 
Mrs. Carson in court.

DEPUTY SHERIFF SHOT FIRST. 


Bad Man Is Mortally Wounded in 
Alabama. 


Gadsden, Ala., May 20.—News has just 
reached Gadsden of the shooting of Will 
Wood, Jr., by Deputy Sheriff Ceci] Grif- 
fin, at Ball Play, 10 miles above Gadsden, 
about 9 o’clock this morning. 

Deputy Sheriff Griffin had a warrant for 
Wood, issued in 191, charging him with 
assault with intent to murder on Arthur 
Rains. Wood had just returned from 
Tetas and was hiding out. He had been 
wafned by friends to leave, but he. said 
he would kill any one attempting his ar- 
rest. PAS es 

Wood and some friends were plowing in 
a field when Griffin approached. Wood 
was told to get his gun by his friends and 
he started to run for the gun. As he 
reached@'it and raised it, Griffin fired with 
a 88-calibre pistol, the ball entering under 
tho left shoulder and coming out near the 
left nipple. Wood fell to the ground and 
raised up and asked not to be shot again, 
as he was dying. Griffin returned to town 
and reported the shooting to the sheriff. 
No blame attaches to Griffin as Wood was 
a desperate character.

Macon Citizens Condemn 
Russia’s Atrocities and 
Offer Financial Aid.

/Macon, Ga., May 2%.—(Special.)—The 


wholesale slaughter of Jews by the czar’s 
subjects was given attention and con- 
demnation by a meeting here this after- 
noon at the chamber of commerce at 
which there wére many of the leading 
citizens of Macon. 

This morning a ‘telegram came to 
Mayor smith from W. R. Hearst, of The 
New York Journal,calling attention to the 
bloody massacres in Kishinef and asking 
ig the people of Macon wanted to sub- 
scribe to a fund for the benefit of the 
survivors, who were sorely in need. 

A call was issued for a mass meeting 
at 6 o'clock at the chamber of com- 
merce and at 5:30 President Martin, of 
the chamber, called the body to order. 
There were present something over 4&4 
hundred people, and before the meeting 
closed that number was greatly aug- 
mented. President Martin stated the ob- 
ject of the meeting and declared that 
Maccn should do its part in helping those 
in need of help. He suggested that sub- 


‘scriptiqgn papers be opened at a number 


of the central business houses so that 
the public generally could have an op- 
portunity of giving their mite to the 
cause, 

E. A. Waxelbaum declared that he did 
not approve of the plan suggested by 
the chairman, saying: 

“These people are Jews, and it should 
be their own race who gives this aid. I 
think we will show our ability to care 
for our own people. For one I appre- 
clate the sentiment which actuates this 
meeting, but I think if it goes on 1ecord 
condemning the outrageous slaughter of 
Our people it will have done all that Is 
needed. I do not mean to indicate that 
we are not grateful for the work con- 
templated. On the contrary, we are 
grateful, but I think we should care for 
Qur own.’’ 

Sam W. Achtelbaum was strong in his 
condemnation of the murderous work and 
ready to help in any way. He could see 
no reasoff why the Gentile should not 
give his help aS well ag his condemna- 
tion. 

Eugene Anderson, secretary of the 
chamber of commerce, assumed that the 
question involved was too broad for any 
one class or réligious sect to claim an 
exclusive right to contribute financially to 
the work, as well as to condemn it. He 
said as long as the United States as a 
people had espouged-the cause gf Cubans, 
it hdd the same right to express its views 
upon thé great sacrifice of life in Russia. 

A committee was named to draft reso- 
lutions touching. the question before the 
meeting and to submit the paper to the 
body for its consideration. 

The resolutions declared the condemna- 
tion by the pcople of Macon, in mass 
meeting assembled ‘of the atrocities, 
called upon the American people to urge 
the United States government to give 
support to such agencies as will prevent 
a repetition of the bloody butcheries, and 
pledged Macon's financial and moral sup- 
‘port of any movement made in that 
direction. — :

Former Postal Official Notified 
of Tulloch’'s Charges, 


Answer from Heath Is Expected 
Shortly—Promotions of Over 
3,000 Postal Clerks Through-* 

out the Country Have 
Been Cancelled. 


Washington, May 2.—The cancellation 
ef the promotions of over 3,000 postoffice 
elerks throughout the country recently 
guthorized by the department and a for- 
mal notice to former First Assistant 
Postmaster General Perry S. Heath of 
the charges made against him by ex- 
Cashier S. W. Tulloch, of the Washington 
city postoffice, constituted today’s devel- 
opments in the postoffice investigation. 

First Assistant Postmaster General 
Wynne late this afternoon reported to 
Postmaster General Payne that the tabu- 
lation of the clerks in each grade in 
postoffices of the first-class had been 
eompleted. This work was undertaken In 
accordance with the order made by the 
postmaster general to rearrange the sal- 
arles of the clerks already classified so 
that the number itn the several grades 
ghall not exceed the number specifically 
prescribed in the act of congress making 
appropriations for the postal service. The 
former classification was made by 
George W. Beavers just prior to his sud- 
den resignation as chief of the division 
of salaries and allowances. The report 
says: 

“Tt will not be necessary in any case to 
reduce any clerk, but simply to cancel 
$04 out of 7.412 promotions heretofore 
authorized to take effect July 1, 19. We 
will proceed at once to ascertain exactly 
the number of promotions in each grade 
it will be necessary to cancel at each 
postoffice and then will inform the post- 
masters and allow them to select the In- 
creases which must be canceled.” 

The postmaster general today sent to 
Perry Heath a copy of the charges filed 
by Mr. Tulloch, together with a letter re- 
questing any information he may care to 
submit on the subject. This is the first 
official communication with Mr. Heath 
curing the investigation. Auditor Castle, 
of the postoffice department, was busy to- 
day reviewing the records of his office in 
connection with the Tulloch charges and 
will submit his reply to the postmaster 
general probably tomorrow. 

The end of the investigation is not yet 
in sight. Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General Bristow, who is conducting the 
work, has not set any date for submis- 
‘gion of his work for the reason that the 
‘sweeping nature of the investigation has 
‘made it impossible to indicate when the 
whole matter will be ready to be placed 
in the hands of the postmaster general 
for final disposition. It is probable that 
ithe report will not be submitted before 
the close of June or the early part of

Washington, May 20.—Postmaster Gen- 


eral Payne today received the official re- 


port of the investigation into the recent 
intimidation of John Aligood, the col- 
ored rural free delivery carrier at Galla- 
tin, Tenn. 

The report says that only two persons 
were involved in the affair and that the 
sentiment of the community does not 
uphold their act. The carrier is afraid 
to resume the service, belleving his life 
would be endangered thereby, although 
Inspector Conger, who made the inves- 
tigation, reports that he believes the 
carrier would be entirely safe. The car- 
rier thinks he knows who the two men 
were who held him up and warned him 
not to -continue, but to the inspector 
their identity is uncertain. An _ irregu- 
larity in the appointment of Allgood has 
been discovered ahd the matter has been 
referred to the civil service commission. 

Senator Bate, of Tennessee, had a con- 
ference.today with the postmaster gen- 
eral and urged resumption of service on 
the suspended route, but the postmaster 
general deferred action pending a careful 
ccnsideration of the report. Subsequent- 
ly Mr. Payne declined to say whether 
the service Would be resumed. He said: 

‘There is not the slightest doubt about 
the: occurrence, but whether the people 
on the route were responsible for it is 
another question which has not yet been 
decided.’’ 

Aligood has resigned as rural mail 
carrier, on the ground that continuance 
in the service would endanger his life. 
The postmaster general stated tonight 
that the resignation had not yet been 
accepted, but that tomorrow he hoped 
to dispose of the case and to announce 
his decision as to the resumption of ser- 
vice. The civil service commission is 
now looking into the papers connected 
with his examination for the appoint- 
ment, it being stated that his rating was 
made higher than it should have been.

_ saty of Republic 


Cannon Boom, Rockets Go Skyward 
and Steam Whistles Screech. 


Cablegrams Are Exchanged 
Between President Palma 
and Secretary Root. 


Havana, May %.—The celebration of 
Cuba’s independence, the first anniversary 
of the establishment of the Cuban repub- 
lic, begun at midnight with the fllumina- 
tion of the fronts of the principal clubs, 
the sending up of rockets and the screech- 
ing of steam whistles. The weather today 
was ideally clear even for Cuba. 

Business was completely suspended and 
the streets were thronged with people, 

‘President Palma, accompanied by the 
cabinet officers and city and provincial of- 
ficials, drove to the punta, where he re- 
viewed the members of the police and fire 
departments, and then accompanied by 
Secretary of State Zaldo he was driven up 
the Prado to the palace, continually ac- 
knowledging the salutations of the crowds 
which lined that thoroughfare, 

At noon the guns of Cabanas fortress 
announced that exactly a year had elaps- 
ed since the birth of the Cuban republic 
and immediately thereafter the rural 
guards and artillery paraded on the plaza 
in front of the palace and were reviewed 
by the president, 

Root Cables to Palma, 

Washington, May 20:—Secretary Root 
today sent President Palma, of Cuba, the 
following telegram of congratulation: 

“Accept hearty congratulations upon the 
first anniversary of the establishment of 
‘the independent government of Cuba, and 
upon the strength and wisdom with which 
you have conducted your great office, The 
year of successful administration and re- 
spect for law has confounded the ene- 
mies of Cuba and strengthened the cour- 
age and hope of her friends. You have my 
sincere and earnest wishes for continued 
prosperity.’’ 

Secretary Root received the following 
reply from President Palma; 

“The government and people of the 
United States are entitled to the ever- 
lasting gratitude of the people of Cuba 
who midst the happiness they enjoy today 
do not forget-how much they are obliged 
to the Aemrican people for the share they 
took in helping to gain independence and 
freedom, and send to them, through me, 
their sincerest wishes for the uninier- 
rupted prosperity of the great republic 
and the personal welfare of President 
Roosevelt and the members of his cabinet. 
At the same time, I send you and family 
the warmest testimony of my sincere 
friendship.”’

Russian Official Shot to Death 
Walking in Park---Due 
to Revenge, 


Ufa, European Russia, May 20.~—The as- 
Sassination of Governor Bogdanovitch, in 
the town park here yesterday, was appar- 
ently an act of revenge growing out of 


the riot at Slatusk in March last, when | 


28 persons were killed and 50 others 
wounded. 

Details of the governor’s assassination 
show that he was walking among crowds 
in the park yesterday afternoon when 
he was assassinated in a shady lane. near 
the church, by two men, one of whom 
bowed and handed Bogdanovitch a packet. 
While the governor was examining it the 
men drew revolvers and riddled Bogdano- 
vitch with bullets, nihe being lodged in his 
breast. He died on the spot. Bogdano- 
vitch had been governor of the province 
for six years and was generally popular.

JUDGMENT WITH CASSINI. 


Hebrews of. Atlanta Express Their 
‘ Disapproval of Am- 
bassador. 

Considerable indignation been 
aroused among the Hebrews of Atlanta, 
particularly those from Russia, by the 
statements of Count Cassini, the Rus- 
sian ‘ambassador. E. LAchfenstein, a 
prominent Decatur street merchant, 
made a statement yesterday voicing the 
general sentiment. Mr. Lichtenstein 
said: 

“Count Cassini, who dared to misrepre- 
sent the character of the Jews in Russia 
to the enlightened American people, is 
one who belongs to the class of nobles 


Russian subjects. They are the cause 
of all disturbance in their fight for so- 


celal and political supreemacy. Tney’ are 


opposed to freedom and a constitution 
for the people and to any progress of 
civilization in order to hold the offices, 
both civil and military in the hands of 
their party. They were opposed to the 
emancipation of the serfs and plotted 
against the life of the great liberator, 
Alexander II. At that time the peasant 
was the most cruel creature with the 
crowd of Count Cassini's class, for the 
peasant took revenge on the nobles and 
flogged them on every cross road they 
were met. 

‘Count Cassini is fully aware of the 
fact that Jews in Russia are not allowed 
fo acquire land and are restricted 5 per 
cent in the agricultural or any other 
schools and sub to many other re- 
strictions that render the lives of the 


Jews intolerable. 

“The outhpeaks of violence in Russia 
against the Jews is simply a religious 
prejudice of superstitious peasants, as it 
occurs always on passover  ,because 
some wicked preachers of the Greek 
Catholic church supported by anti-sem-

Nine horseg faced the starter for the big 
event and théy were sent away to a poor 
atart. Bal News set the pace to the 
stretch, where the was overtaken by 
Woodlake. Tyg two fought it out to the 
wire, Woodlake winning by a length. Bad 
News was second, a half a length in front 
of Tancred. 

The field was the largest that contested 
for the derby in many years,. but there 
was little class to it. Tancred was the 
talent’s choice at 18 to 5, Woodlake was 
backed from 10 to 7 to 1, Bad News went 
to the post at 3 to 1, though he was @ 
good as 4 to 1, during the early play. 

The race was all that could be desired 
from a spectacular standpoint. The geld, 
with the exception of the last three, was 
fairly well bunched ali the way and it 
looked as if any one of the'first six had a 
chance after they had gone half the dis- 
tance. Judge Himes, the winner of the 
Louisville deaby, faltered under his heavy 
impost of 127: pounds and. after running 
well up in the bunch for a mile and @ 
quarter he began to tire. 

Bad News was sacemgker for a mile and 
a quarter and would have had a fighting 
chance at the finish had there been a bet- 
ter rider on his back.

The initial advance was due to further 
covering and aggressive bull support fol- 
lowing cables Which were sensationally 
strong. Tne realizing, however, was 
‘enormous, and after prices had been 
working still further upward there came 
@ break of about 10@18 points from the 
best of the morning. On the decline ru- 
mots were circulated fhat certain Phila- 
'delphia fAterests dnd the leader of the 
late New England clique had combined 
to oppose the bull faction and would 
stubbornly resist the advancing t@idency 
of values. Later this was; denied, and 
'a@ counter rumor was circulated to the 
effect that the New Orleans bull had 
come to undéfrstdnd that the Philadelphia 
Spot @tton interest would enable him 
to accept all the old crop tendered. This 
jrumor gainéid general circulation late in 
‘the afternoon and was responsible for 
One of the most excited and spectacular 
advances yet recorded. Prices meantime 
had become irregular, fluctuatigg up and 
down as the byls and then the bears 
gained temporary control of the situation. 
While the strength at Liverpool had en- 
couraged the bulls, the large port re- 
ceipts and continued favorable weather 
proved incentives for fresh selling on 
the higher levels, and from the high 
point of the morning prices showed a 
generally downward drift until mid af- 
ternoon, when May suddenly exhibited 
remarkable strength under the efforts of 
belated shorts to cover. That option was 
bid up to 11.98; July to 11.35; August to 
11.05; September to 10.11 and December to 
6.50. all of these prices being new high 
records for the season, with the excep- 
tion of July, which was within 1 point 
of its previous best price. 

Then came another wave of profit-tak- 
ing by room longs and the market eased 
off to 10.94 for May, 11.25 for July, 10.98 
for August, 9.99 for September and 9.39 
for December, t@e market closing barety 
steady net unchanged to 30 points higher 
on the old, and from 1 to 28 points higher 
on the new crop positions. Total sales 
futures were estimated at °800,000 bales. 
Port receipts were 9,084 bales against 2,883 
bales last year and the interior moOve- 
ment was considered bearish, but the 
southern spot markets, while quiet, were 
firm, and spot cotton in New York, in- 
fluenced by the developments in May, 
Was advanced 30 points to 12.15.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, May 20.—Liquidation became 
urgent and precipitate in the stock mar- 
ket today and gathered force progressive- 
ly up to the very close, which was fu- 
riously active and weak at about the low- 
est. No such scale of activity has been 
witnessed in the stock market since the 
trading following the Northern Securities 
decision. Wide inroads were made upon 
values’ and the very general effect of 
the selling forbids the supposition that it 
was due entirely to attack by the bear 
party. It was not clear, in fact, what 
was the cause of the market’s weakness. 


The very meager demand developed yes- 
terday when prices were decisively turned 
upwards caused a very bad impression 
upon speculative sentiment. The decline 
Las been so long continuéd without notice- 
able pause at any time that a convic- 
tion has gained force with the profession- 
al element that a very large short inter- 
est had accumulated in the market. It 
was believed that prices had got down 
to a level that would prove attractive 
to a large waiting investment demand 
when once assurance could be had that 
the decline had run its course.
